A TRIBUTE TO 
LINCOLN 


Portage County Resident Visits Old" Home 


of Our Martyred President, and Writes 


of His Noble Name. 


In a letter, received at Custer from 


Wm. P. Dineen, after describing many 
places of national interest, he pays 
the following tribute to Abraham Lin- 
coln : We next went to Abrahamr*Lin- 
coln's old home, where I took a picture 
of the famous house, with Mr. Casserly 
standing on the steps, and he in turn 
took a picture with me standing there. 
This residence of our most loved chief 
is about half a mile from our "home 
here. 
From there we went to Oak 


Ridge cemetery, where we took two 
pictures of Lincoln's monument. This 
cemetery for grandeur and beauty 
defies description, so I wili not try to 
describe it to you. As we stood at the 
foot of the beautiful marble statue, a 
hundred feet? high, erected as a tribute 
of love and a token of admiration to 
the champion of the American blacks 
by the people of his state, as we stood 
here not more than four feet from all 
that remains concrete of Lincoln, we 
felt in a state of awe. 
We felt that 


we could say to the world, "There, 
within that flag-draped casket, beneath 
that mighty pillar of stone, lay the 
honored remains of Abraham Lincoln, 
universally loved and honored over the 
whole earth as a man of dauntless 
courage, of marvelous ability, a leader 
of men, the director of a divided na- 
tion, the leader of the world in the 
emancipation of slaves. 
Our revered 


Lincom, the great, whose equal has 
never been created, and whose superior 
shall ever remain to be. 
Altho here 


lies all that remains of our first mar- 
tyred president, as long as pages of 
U. S. history are printed, Lincoln's 
name shall be [the golden chain bind- 
ing together forevermore the North 
and the South into one fervid nation. 
And as long as earth exists, mothers 
shall sing to children the praise of that 
noble, president, and fathers snail tell 
their sons the story of honest Abe. 
And as long as man is man the land of 
Lincom will be regarded as the first 
to demonstrate to the world that 'all 
men are created equal,' and that each 
soul, possessing being, is placed on a 
plain of equality in the eyes of the 
Almighty Creator."

of the educational work the chief ex- 
ecutive is doing. 


The president is entitled to com- 


mendation even from political oppon- 
ents when he says or does anything 
good. One must be narrow minded in- 
deed to refuse to do justice to an official 
merely because he belongs to another 
party. Then, too, one raises a sus- 
picion as to his own sincerity if he loses 
interest in a righteous policy because 
some one else advocates it. But there 
is a good partisan reason why demo- 
crats should commend the president 
when he urges the adoption of demo- 
cratic doctrine. 


President Roosevelt advocates rail- 


road regulation, trust prosecution, the 
income tax and arbitration of labor 
troubles. 
All of these were demanded 


by democratic platforms when republi- 
can platforms were silent on the sub 
ject. It required some courage on the 
part of a republican president to repud- 
iate his own platform and borrow from 
the platforms of his opponents and he 
is entitled to credit for it. 
Some of 


the so-called democratic papers refuse 
to say a good word for the president 
because these papers do not believe in 
railroad regulation, trust prosecution, 
the income tax and arbitration, but 
nearly all democrats do, and by com- 
mending the president on these subjects 
they help to convince republicans that 
democratic ideas have virtue in them. 


What democratic speaker has con- 


verted as many republicans to democ- 
racy as the president has? 
If the 


democrats abandoned democratic re- 
forms merely becaues the president en- 
dorsed them they would simply turn 
over the democratic platform to the op- 
position. The president has made it 
impossible for republicans to oppose the 
democratic party on railroad regulation, 
trust prosecution, income tax and arbit- 
ration, and it would be ungenerous to 
refuse to recognize the great service 
he has rendered. 


But in commending the president 


when he is democratic, Mr. Bryan does 
not overlook the bad things said and 
done. His military spirit, his desire 
for a large navy, his leanings toward 
centralization, his silence on tariff re- 
form, his refusal to urge the direct 
election of senators, and his failure to 
make railroad regulation and trust 
prosecution effective—all these have 
been critcized. 


Peter Cartright was once asked if he 


was sanctified and he replied "yes. in 
spots." The president is democratic in 
spots and. while the spots arc not large 
enough or numerous enough, democrats 
are justified in calling attention to the 
spots and admiring them. 
The ipopu- 


arity which the president has won has 
been won by his democratic spots and 
this popularity ought to be a lesson to 
both democrats and republicans. 
It 


ought to convince democrats of th«- folly 
of running away from radical democ- 
racy, and it ought to teach thousands 
of young republicans the wisdorr, of 
taking the people's side or public 
questions. — The Commoner.

Large Exhibit at State University Dairy 


School Scored in August 


There were 87 cheeses entered in the 


July exhibit at the dairy school of the 
University of Wisconsin, the highest 
score being given to P. H. Kasper, 
Welcome, who received 97.00 per cent, 
in the Cheddar tlass, John Hoeppner. 
Marion, received second with a score of 
96.08 and M. J. Wagner, Osseo, third 
with 95.66. The exhibit consisted of 
nine Bricks, one Swiss, twenty-three 
Flats, forty-six Daisies, two Prints, 
four Young Americas and two Long 
Horns. The brick chese scored very 
high, William Sieger, Chaseville, re- 
ceiving first with a score of 95.33; Emil 
S. Boll, Mayville, second with 95.16 
anil (Jottlieb Muehleisen, Alma, third 
with 94.33. The average for all Ched- 
dar cheeses scored was 95.32 and for all 
brick cheeses 93.63. The principal de- 
fective flavors found were described as 
unclean, bitter, fermented, 
yeasty, 


coarse, acidy, whey and Swiss flavor 
in some of the brick cheeses. The term 
unclean is often used when the flavor 
is very hard to describe. 
Bitter, fer- 


mented and yeast flavors are caused by 
germs getting into the milk. 
An in- 


sufficient cook before drawing the whey 
is the cause of coarse and acidy flavors 
as well as of a mealy or acidy texture. 
The unclean, fermented whey flavors 
are undoubtedly due to the use of un- 
clean pails or cans or careless handling 
of the milk. Too firm a cook always 
gives a Swiss flavor to Brick cheese. 


The fault1-- in texture were mealy, 


acidy and open and weak. 
An open and 


loose texture may be caused by insuffi- 
ciently curing or mellowing the curd 
befoie milling, waiting and pressing. 
A weak texture i.- always accompanied 
bv a high moisture content and may be 
the result of allowing th<* curd to mat 
wbil^ in 1 ho whey. Some of the cheeses 
were criticized as beinv tough, open 
and ga?sy. 
The t^crhness was the 


direct result of too firm a cook, while 
th" action of tras j.roo';ring germs left 
some of the rh'-es'* with a very open 
Kxtisre. 
\Vhfn the miik is delivered 


to the crKHSfrviNor v-ry cold, bo can 
not (iotf ct gas and many other taints 
that may be in the milk. By the use of 
the Wisconsin Curd Test, he may be 
snre of locating taints of this kind.

THREE NEW CREAMERIES 


These Were Built Darin* the Past Year in 


Portage County, Making the Total 


Now Twenty-Eight. 


Portage county is rapidly growing in 


importance as a dairy center, the num- 
ber of creameries growing each year. 
We now have a total of 28, or an in- 
crease of 3 since one year ago. 
Their 


value as placed by the town and village 
assessors is $61,775, an increase of 
$2,775, and they are supplied by 13,875 
cows, which is 1.420 more than was re- 
ported in 1906. There were 44,695,428 
pounds of milk received at the cream- 
eries, and 648,065 pounds of cream. 
The number of pounds of butter made 
was 2,075,021, an increase of 62,144 
pounds over last year. 
This prodcut 


brought $482,500, which is $37,510 more 
than was given in the last report. 
There is one cheese factory in the 
county, valued at $400, with 16 patrons, 
who own 225 cows. A total of 60,000 
pounds of cheese were made during the 
year just closed, which shows an in- 
crease of 10,000 pounds, and it sold for 
$7,500. The number of creamery pat- 
rons is reported as 1,999, while there 
were 1,S69 last year.

UM orbit until it 18 now only 
u matter of ;i5,(XX),UOO Dillon 
from the earth, astronomers 


throughout the world are training their 
telescopes upou the red plauet In the 
hope of obtaining more satisfactory 
evidence that our stellar neighbor is 
Inhabited by intelligent beings. Scien- 
tific Interest chiuii;, centers In the work 
of the expedition which Professor Per- 
clval Lowell Heut to South America. 
Professor David Todd, the noted as- 
tronomer of Amherst university, Is in 
charge of the party, which has ascend- 
ed to the summit of the Andes, where 
the air Is perfectly clear, to make ob- 
servations and take photographs of 
Mars. 


Cable dispatches already have brought 


the Information that Martian Photog- 
rapher E. C. Slipher has succeeded In 
obtaining some highly satisfactory pho- 
tographs of the planet, showing the so 
called canals, oases and other features. 
The photographic apparatus was spe- 
cially prepared for this work, and Mr. 
Slipher was trained for his task by the 
director of the Lowell observatory at 
Flagstaff, Ariz. 


Professor Lowell, who finances the 


expedition, Is the world's greatest au- 
thority on Mars. He has studied the 
planet for years and has made many 
valuable photographs of its various 
phases. He has expressed the belief 
that Mars is the dwelling place of a 
race of beings of a much higher intel- 
ligence than man. According to Pro 
fessor Lowell, the intricate network of 
lines on the surface of the planet dis- 
covered in 1877 by the Italian astrono- 
mer Schiaparelli and by him pronounc- 
ed to be canals constitutes a vast irri- 
gation system. It is generally agreed 
by scientists that water is a compara- 
tively scarce article on Mars. Three- 
fourths of the earth's surface is cov- 
ered with water, but on Mars the pro- 
portion is the other way. Vast areas of 
the land ou Mars, it is held, are barren 
deserts. The water is chiefly confined 
to the polar regions.

In looking at a map of Colorado, 


without an actual knowledge of condi- 
tions. the observer might suppose that 
the laud between Greeley aud Denver 
had long since been occupied by the 
farmer aud placed under cultivation. 
The villages are numerous, the rail- 
roads cross and re-cross the region in 
every direction and on the map the 
evidence seems to show an established 
and somewhat dense population which 
makes use of all the land available. 


On closer acquaintance the observer 


will n'ud that there are here thousands 
upon thousands of the richest acres 
that lie out of doors which have never 
been touched by the plow. This is the 
short grass country where herds of 
rang1? cattle succeeded the bison and 
where the cowboy followed the Indian.

The time 
may yet come when none of the rivers 
of the Rocky Mountains shall flow to 
the sea, even in times of flood. Great 
reservoirs may be constructed upon 
their headwaters which shall hold back 
the flow until the season of irrigation. 


A few miles northwesterly from Den- 


ver. within view of the capital dome, 
one of the greatest of these reservoirs 
is about to be built It will im- 
pound enough water to cover 100,OOU 
acres one foot dtep, or 100.000 acre 
feet 
This is one of ten reservoirs all 


linked together in one system and will 
be owned by the farmers themselves, 
•n-l}o will administer the affairs in much 
tbe same* manner as the affairs of a 
New England town are managed. The 
best practice ti -ouchont the West 
favors the mutual ownership of irrigat- 
ing works. 


The construction of the great reser- 


voir near Denver, known as Standley 
Lake, wdl add mattrially to the irri- 
g-ited rearinn of the West. The ne« 
reservoir will save water that hereto- 
fore has been wasted and sive to thw 
region an abundance for late irrigation.

Systems That Oppose the Advance- 


ment of Rural Towns and Agri- 


cultural Communities. 


Never before have the people of the 


country been so awakened to the im- 
portance of home protection as they 
are at present. The "wide knowledge 
spread by means of the public press 
as to the operations of the great trusts 
and how the masses are made to serve 
the more favored classes is having its 
effect 
The residents of agricultural 


communities are beginning to realize 
the dangers of business concentration 
in sections of the country dominated 
by the capitalistic classes. They are 
fast becoming aroused to the truth 
that this concentration is a menace to 
the piosperity of the nation, and di- 
rectly affects every producer, every 
laborer and every citizen of the coun- 
try who depends upon his work for 
support. 


The building up of great trusts com- 


menced less than a score of years ago. 
At the same time there were other 
systems inaugurated that tended to- 
wards robbing the home towns of 
business and concentrating this busi- 
ness in the large cities. One of these 
systems, most notable in its injurious 
opeiatinns and its 
force 
to draw 


wealth from communities where it is 
produced, is the mail-order system of 
business. None will say that this sys- 
tem is illegitimate, but no economist 
can show wherein its principles are 
sound. 
By the system communities 


are impoverished and kept from pro- 
gressing. He who will give study to 
the basis of country development will 
see that it is the labor employed that 
not alone enhances the value of the 
farm lands, but builds up the towns 
When there is little to employ th;s la- 
bor, 
the result is depression, stagna- 


tion and non-progress. The grea.-. evil 
of the mail-order system which has 
grown up, is its taking away the 
means that small towns have of em- 
ploymg labor, and the drawing from 
each community the profits in com; 
mercial transactions that represents 
the wealth that is procured. It is 
sophistry-to claim that the resident of 
a community who sends his money to 
a foreign town and saves the ten per 
cent that may represent the home 
merchant's profits, is not a factor in 


erishing the community. While 


the saving may remain in the com- 
munity the employment of labor essen- 
tial to every business is given to the 
foreign place, and the home town is 
robbed of this employment giving 
power. 


Every dollar that is sent away from 


a community where it is produced 
either by the tilling of the soil, by the 
growing of live stock, by the work of 
the day laborer, or by the storekeeper, 
impoverishes the community to that 
extent, and this dollar ceases to be 
any factor in the advancement of the 
community. Presuming that there are 
in a community 2,000 people, suppose 
that each one of these 2,000 people 
send away to some foreign place $50 
per year. This in the aggregate is 
$100,000 per year that goes to the sup- 
port of a foreign town. Suppose that 
each one sending his money away 
saves ten per cent; the savings for a 
year would be $5, and in ten years $50. 
Look at the other side—$100,000 busi- 
ness per year would support in the 
home town five good stores. Each one 
of these stores would give employ- 
ment to a number of hands. The small 
percentage of profit that would be 
made would be retained in the com- 
munity and be invested in new enter- 
prises. Year after year there would 
be a continual increase in the pros- 
perity of the town, and the building 


SCHOOLS AND CHURCHES. 


Two Vital Thing* for th* Welfare of 


the M kites. 


There is wisdom in the old slogan, 


'A Bchoo! on every bill top mod a 
church in every valley." Citizens of 
the United States may well feel proud 
of the great educational system which 
makes it possible for all classes to ac- 
quire the proper mental cultivation. 
They may also feel proud of the re- 
ligious liberty that each and every 
citizen enjoys. 
There is no estab- 


lished church to -Interfere with the 
free exercise of conscience, neither Is 
there any law that interferes with the 
exercise of religious belief. 


The United States can be looked 


upon as a nation where schools and 
churches flourish to the fullest. 
The 


public school system is one of the 
most perfect that civilization has yet 
evolved. Of course there are com- 
munities where local conditions are 
not so favorable for schools as other 
places. It will be observed that the 
more important is the city or 
the 


town, the more advanced are the edu- 
cational facilities offered the people. 
The residents of rural communities 
have their state or district school, the 
curriculums of which are restricted. 
It is to the nearby town that the chil- 
dren who are residents of the farm 
districts must look for their higher 
education, which is a necessary prep- 
aration for entry into college, and for 
business life. 
How important it is, 


then, to the resident of the farm dis- 
trict that his home town be an active 
place and of sufficient business im- 
portance to justify the maintenance of 
a high class school! It can be seen 
how each resident of a farming com- 
munity should be interested in the

Thus we 


find that a community is in reality a 
large cooperative assembly.

But more important 
than all is that by a practice of the

sus of l^OO there was produced in the 
United States 1.293,662,433 dozen eggs. 
The same statistics .give the annual 
production of poultry at 250,623,114. 
The butter made on farms each year 
is in excess of 1,000,000,000 pounds. 
The cheese made on farms averages 
about 
20,000,000 
pounds 
annually. 


These statistics are interesting, and 
with each farmer growing poultry and 
eggs and making butter and cheese, it 
hardly seems possible that such com- 
binations as dairy trusts and egg and 
poultry trusts could exist, but that 
they do is nevertheless a fact. 


Every small town in a farming dis- 


trict can command sufficient butter, 
egg and poultry trade to support a 
prosperous exclusive produce estab- 
lishment. The practice has generally 
obtained in agricultural districts of 
storekeepers in various lines taking 
farmers' 
produce in exchange for 


goods. The produce thus received by 
merchants is forwarded to the com- 
mission houses in the large city, and 
these houses are factors' that make it 
possible to maintain trusts in the pro- 
duce business. It appears that if each 
town had its exclusive produce estab- 
lishment to buy what the farmer has 
to sell instead of the produce going 
through the local stores, that better 
prices could be paid the farmers and 
the business made a most-profitable 
one if rightly conducted.
